Bullet for the Yadit Captain

KILLED Capt. Walter 


Wanderwell? 


Slaying of the world-traveler 


and adventurer, shot in the back 
aboard his yacht Carma in Long 
Beach Harbor the night of Dec. 
5, 1932, remains this city's great 
unsolved murder. 


Who killed him and why may 


be the No. 1 mystery not only of 
Long Beach but of California 
and the Pacific Coast. 
Police 


detectives, newspapermen, fiction 
writers have worked on it off and 
on for a generation. 
Most of 


them have come up with theories, 
and plausible suspects. The only 
thing is that the theories and the 
s u s p e c t s do not agree. Most 
think Wanderwell was slain by 
a man; a few think it could have 
been a woman. Was it an enemy 
who came from around the world 
to kill him? 
Was it someone, 


perhaps, on his own yacht? 


WAS HE KILLED for love, 


for revenge, for fear, for greed? 
How much — or how little — - 
did a note in Spanish which dis- 
appeared from his billfold have 
to do with his death? 


Valarian Johannes Tieczynski, 


German Pole better k n o w n on 
four continents as Capt. Wander- 
well, had been everywhere, done 
everything — and practically ev- 
ery place he had been, he l e f t 
enemies. 


He had faced danger and death 


in the wastes of Siberia, in In- 
dian jungles, on Arabian deserts 
and at sea. 


Then, about 9:30 that fateful 


night of Dec. 5, 1932, in a cabin 
on a former rum boat in quiet 
Long Beach Harbor he fell with 
a bullet in his heart, shot from 
behind. Ten feet away his two 
small daughters slept, unmindful 
of the tragedy. 


CAPT. WAXDERWELL h e l d 


in hi.s hand a ring of. keys as if 
he had been about to open a 


cash box or a safe. In his wal- 
let in his pocket was $600. A 
note written in Spanish which 
crew members said had been in 
his wallet was gone. 


His wife, the beauteous blond 


Aloha, was said to be in Holly- 
wood at that time. Many crew 
members were ashore. 


Those left on board said a man 


in a gray overcoat with the col- 
lar turned up and a cap pulled 
over his eyes, stopped at the 
mess room porthole. 


"Is. Capt. Wanderwell here?" 


he asked. 


HE WAS ^DIRECTED to the 


captain's quarters. 
They heard 


his footsteps on the deck; they 
heard the door open; they heard 
Wanderwell say "Hello!" in a 
tone, not of fear, but of some 
surprise. 


Shortly, a shot rang out. They 


rushed to the captain's quarters. 
They gray-coated stranger was 
gone. 
Capt. Wanderwell was 


dead. 


A dragnet promptly was put 


out for William 'J. (Curly) Guy, 
24-year-old Welsh soldier of for- 
tune who recently had trouble 
with Wanderwell in a Los An- 
geles apartment. They had had 
a violent argument, it was said, 
because Wanderwell had put Guy 
and Guy's young wife off a Wan- 
derwell ship in Panama a year 
or so before and Guy wanted his 
passage money back. 


GUY WAS LOCATED in a de- 


serted house and was brought 
to trial — the only one who ever 
was tried for the Wanderwell 
killing. 


A personable young man with 


curly black hair, a nice smile 
a n d deferential manners, G u y 
said: 


"I hated Capt. Wanderwell. I 


had good reason to hate him. I 
would have liked to kill him. But 
I never would shoot a man in 
the back."

cated with 232 cases of liquor 
aboard by federal authorities in 
Fish Harbor here in July 1932. 


THE FOLLOWING October, 


Capt. Wanderwell bought her for 
$2,500 at a marshal's sale and 
despite warnings by navigation 
authorities that she was unsea- 
worthy fitted her up for a cruise 
to the South Seas. 


A "crew" was recruited, plus 


Capt. Wanderwell and his wife, 
Aloha, on a part-work, part-pay 
basis, and they expected to leave 
in mid-December for Honolulu, 
the first leg of the South Seas 
trip. 
The vessel was lettered, 


"International Police R. E." No- 
body remembers what "R. E." 
meant but the rest was part of 
Wanderwell's dream of organiz- 
ing an international police force.

£ £ A MAN'S HOME is his castle." 


Cabot Yerxa. 75-year-old desert artist, is a firm believer ot 


the old adage, and has built part of his soul into the thick adobe 
walls and massive timbers of his "castle" rising like a magician's 
handiwork amid the greasewood and boulders of the barren coun- 
tryside. 


For nine years he has been constructing one of the most fan- 


tastic structures in the American desert. The castle, growing out 
of a hill of the San Gorgonio Mountains in Desert Hot Springs, near 
Palm Springs, follows the architecture of the Hopi Indians. Already, 
30 rooms have materialized under the roofs rising on many levels. 
Already, five fireplaces and numerous rock walls have been fash- 
ioned for comfortable living. Outside, Yerxa is still digging founda- 
tions and erecting walls for more rooms, even he doesn't know how 
many rooms the house will have. At 75 his ambition is boundless, 
and his determination equals his physical prowess, which is amazing. 


DESCENDED FKOM JOHN CABOT, discoverer of Newfound- 


land, he has had the same roving temperament as his illustrious 
forefather. Leaving home at the age of 17, he went to Alaska, and 
on to an adventurous career that carried him all over the world. 


Arriving in Palm Springs in 1913, Yerxa led a rugged life in 


the desert wastelands. "My home then." he relates, "was just a 
hole dug in a clay bank, with a few palm leaves overhead. It had 
no floor, no doors or windows, no bed. no table. I ate and slept on 
the ground in al! weather." 


Out of that first home grew his desire for a big house like the 


Hopi Indians built. The rooms of this new structure are of every 
conceivable shape and size. Every window is different—a study in 
patterns and angi:-s. 


HE SEARCHED THE DESERT far and wide for old timbers 


and ties to give an authentically antique appearance to his house. 


"It'll look 100 years old when I get it done," Yerxa boasts. 


Primarily, the house is intended to be an art gallery and a 


museum. Yerxa intends to install his collection of paintings in it, 
his specialty being portraits of Indians. 


Yerxa is credited with discovering the first hot well in Desert 


Hot Springs, a 132-degree marvel, close to a cold well. 


He stood in a deep hole in buckets of cold water to keep the 


rising hot water from scalding him as he completed the digging of 
the shaft. Both the hot and cold well are located in the kitchen 
of his new home. 


Now. as he contentedly milks his goat and looks proudly at 


his house rising with Hopi charm in the midst of the desert. Cabot 
Yerxa says quietly. "No hurry, plenty of time." 


Cabot Yerxa is capping a life of adventure by building an adobe castle in 
the desert, modeling it after the Hopi Indians' method of a r c h i t e c t u r e . 
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Thirty rooms have already materialized in this house 
but Yerxa pours more foundations, hasn't set limit

By Ellen Sounders 


f-«RANDMA MOSES and Louis 


Lagier, 736 Loma Vista Dr., 


have a great deal in common. 
Each has carved a new career 
out of childhood memories. Not 
that Lagler, a 60-year-old ex- 
rancher has achieved the fame 
of Grandma Moses but ever since 
he sculptured a gleaming white 
castle from plaster of Paris and 
constructed a Swiss chalet from 
discarded cigar boxes two years 
ago, e n o u g h miniature golf 
course owners have 
requested 


that he 
beautify their greens 


with similiar structures to bring" 
him out of retirement. 


This development is no sur- 


prise to many Long Beach resi- 
dents who already know the 
Swiss-born Lagler as a top-notch 
bone carver who can transform 
shank bones into exquisite cam- 
eos, rangs and brooches the rich 
cream color of old ivory. 
To 


them it is just one more ex- 
ample of this self taught artist's 
ability, to produce beauty with 
the aid of a few simple tools and 
a minimum amount of cash. 


A FILE, pen knife, hacksaw, 


vise, sandpaper and a carborun- 
dum saw 
completes 
Lagler's 


equipment. The small cash out- 
lay he requires is due to his 
ability 
to 
utilize commonplace 


and cast-off material. For in- 
stance he has built many medie- 
val Swiss castles 
in 
miniature 


from discarded 
fire 
bricks by 


halving their heat-blackened ex- 
teriors and using the undamaged 
side for the facing of the struc- 
tures. 


His two-storied Swiss chalet, 


exact replica 
of 
his 
childhood 


home, complete even to the same 
old-fashioned, hand s h i n g l e d 
roof, is built almost entirely from 
mahogany obtained from cigar, 
boxes he has hoarded for over a 
decade. Broken bits of flagstone 
and slate were. used in making 
the large patio and terrace which 
surrounds the chalet. Strips of 


used tin soldered together made 
the iron railings and the grill. 


AMERICAN* EAGLES which 


adorn each of the 
three 
gates 


were hammered out of old cop- 
per pipe. 
Field stones furnish 


the pillars which support the iron 
railings. Lagler picked them up 
in the Palos Verdes hills—ex- 
posed their bright yellow centers 
with 
his 
carborundum 
saw— 


then 
cut 
them 
into 
colorful 


blocks. The small benches scat- 
tered throughout the patio are 
actually pieces of stone which 
closely resemble marble. 
T h e 


green shrubbery is inexpensive 
reindeer 
moss 
imported 
from 


Norway 
and 
the 
bright red 


flowers are Everlastings. 


Second-hand stores are treas- 


ure houses to a man with Lag- 
ler's imagination, but not all his 
purchases are used to build cha- 
lets and castles. A plaster of 
paris mold which he has made 
from a piece of broken sculpture, 
has produced a highly decorative 
lamp much of whose beauty is 
due to La.gler's skill in recon- 
structing the design of the ori- 
ginal piece. 


CURRENTLY he 
is 
turning 


out plaster of paris busts depict- 
ing the head and shoulders of a 
man and woman in 19th century 
attire. 
These graceful 
figures 


finished in bronze, enamel and 
shellac in colors ranging from 
ivory to gold bear little resem- 
blance to the cracked yellow- 
painted busts which Lagler first 
repaired then used as models for 
the original molds. 


Most 
of these articles will 


gather dust in Lagler's work- 
shop just as Grandma 
Moses' 


early paintings cluttered up her 
attic for years. That's all right 
with Lagler. He just doesn't in- 
tend to let the demands of his 
new activity deprive him of the 
satisfaction he has always gained 
from restoring beauty to seem- 
ingly worthless material just for 
the sheer joy of accomplishment.

Jack Craig, generally classed as 
students. 


AT THE MUKDEK trial some 


Canna crew members identified 
Guy as the "man at the port- 
hole"; others were not so sure. 


Edward DeLarm, a Glendale 


aviator friend, .swore that Guy 
was in the DeLarm home whon 
Wandenvcll was killed. This was 
corroborated by DeLarrn's fam- 
ily. 


Crew members testified that 


they did not know what was in 
the missing Spanish note. Mrs. 
Wander well, w e e p i n g on the 
stand, testified that she did not 
know, either. 


A divorced wife of Wander- 


well was quoted in a press dis- 
patch from Seattle as saying, 
"My former husband had an ar- 
rogant way of suddenly turning 
on his heel and walking away 
when he wanted to end a conver- 
sation. Perhaps he did it once 
too many times." 


GUV WENT TO TRIAL Feb. 


2, 1932. Two weeks later the 
jury of nine men and three wom- 
en returned a "not guilty" ver- 
dict. Jurors said they took four 
ballots; the first ballot stood 
10 to 2 for acquittal. 


Deported after the trial, Guy 


fought with tiie L o y a l i s t s in 
Spain and the Chinese armies in 
the Orient. He served six months 
as a flying instructor at Regina, 
Saskatchewan, then joined the 
RAF Ferry Command. 
In the 


same service was Edward De- 
Larm, the aviator who had fur- 
nished his alibi in the murder 
trial. 


Guy was credited with making 


more trips across the Atlantic 
with American-built b o m b e r s 
than any other pilot in the serv- 
ice. 


IN 1940, GUY was co-pilot- on 


a plane which carried Canadian 
Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie 
King across the Atlantic for a 
conference with Winston Church- 
ill. 
T h e n . Oct. 15, 1941, he 


crashed in a Lockheed Hudson 
bomber being ferried to England. 


In December 1933, Aloha Wan- 


derwell married Walter Baker, 
a former Wyoming sheepman, in 
Gretna. La., and in 1936 they 
headed the Walter Wanclerwell 
Educational Expedition to Indo- 
china. In Ihe early 1940s or so, 
they lived for a time in Long 
Beach but have since dropped out 
of sight, as have the Wandenvcll 
daughters, who, if they arc liv- 
ing. now are in their 30s. 


Lord Montagu? lie joined the 


French Foreign Legion. The last 
anyone here knew of him ho was 
reported to be running a ham- 
burger s 1 a n d in Buckingham, 
England.

pygmies and, such a situation be- 
ing outside the scope of his ex- 
perience, Mr. Kodiak prudently 
retreated to ponder the prob- 
lem.

hide back to civilization. The 
bear was skinned and skull dis- 
sected and scraped out. The 
thick hide was so heavy that it 
had to be dragged — skin side 
out, to protect the fur. 


TREMENDOUS TEDDY w a S 


lean, just out of liberation, and 
his weight of 1,190 pounds falls 
far short of the present record 
of around 1,800 pounds for giant 
Kodiaks. His skull, though, does 
constitute a record for size, be- 
ing 17 15/16 inches by 12 13/16 
inches — the largest bear skull 
of which there is record. Teddy 
stands 8 feet, 8 inches tall on his 
hind legs and his reach is around 
12 feet from ground to foreclaw 
tip when outstretched in vertical 
position. 


The work of "reconstructing" 


Teddy in the museum taxidermy 
shop was a long, arduous and ex- 
pensive task. It required more 
than a year to dry and tan the 
hide, prepare and dry the bones 
and skull. 
Another year was 


consumed in the work of build- 
ing the armature, or simulated 
skeleton containing some of the 
animal's original bones, and in 
making the clay model and the 
fiberboard mannikin, upon which 
the bearskin is attached. 


The cost of such a taxidermy 


project, for a p r i v a t e citizen, 
would be from $800 to $1,000, mu- 
seum authorities estinjate.

A Switch to Stereo 


By fhe Shufferbug 


STEREO C A M E R A S have 


brought a specialized field to 


photography, but the n o r m a l 
camera fan can easily adjust to 
stereo shooting by observing a 
few simple rules. 


Look for foreground interest 


w h i c h will tie into the back- 
ground. Instead of s h o o t i n g 
broadside at your subjects, aim 
for a three-q u a r t e r angle so 
that there's something of inter- 
est extending from some point 
in front to the back. 


However, beware of extremes. 


You can't shoot something two, 
three or four feet from the earn- 
ers and let the scene stretch out 
to infinity. 


WHEN" THE closest object is, 


say, six feet away and the farth- 
est object is, say, 25 feet away, 
the camera is generally focused 
at a point about one-third from 
the foreground, or in this ex- 
ample, at 12 feet. With the lens 
closed down a bit for more nor- 
mal shooting, it w o u l d bring 
both foreground and background 
in focus. 


Generally, there's no difference 


in figuring exposures for color 
films for stereo. Outdoors, fol- 
low the information and direc-

tions which come packed with 
the film or use a light meter. 
Remember the standard exposure 
for a sunny day is 1/50 second 
at f6.3 with daylight type Koda- 
chrome (ASA 10). With the new 
faster color films (ASA 32), the 
standard is 1/50 at fll. 


WHEX YOU SHOOT flash in- 


doors, the stereo camera must 
be set at a speed of l/25th of a 
second. 


For good indoor color rendi- 


tion, use Kodachrome Type F 
film with No. 5 or No. 25 clear 
flashbulbs. 
T h i s combination 


needs no color correction filter 
and has a guide number of 95. 
That means that with a little 
simple arithmetic, you can figure 
out the correct lens opening for 
whatever distance you are shoot- 
ing. Divide the distance into the 
guide n u m b e r , 95, and that's 
what the lens is set at. For in- 
stance, if your subject is six feet 
away, divide 95 by 6 and the cor- 
rect lens opening is f!6.

GARDENS 
Brilliant Birds for Your Garden 


Colorful blooms of the Bird of Paradise plant offer 
lasting brilliance in the garden and as cut flowers. 


By Bob Gilmore 


OF THE PLANT king- 


dom's most exotic flowers is 


the bird of paradise. Known bo- 
tanically as Strelitzia reginae, 
this exciting ornamental is per- 


haps as odd as it is exotic. Cali- 
fornia is one of the few states 
where amateurs can grow the 
bird of paradise outdoors with 
ease and success. 
Elsewhere it 


is still very largely a rare plant. 


The 
flowers 
look 
like big- 


beaked birds and this, of course, 
accounts for the name. The beak 
is blue, the accompanying floraf 
sections yellow with a touch of 
red. 
On close examination these 


colors seem to blend into tones 
of orange, green and violet. The 
flowering buds, during the bloom- 
ing season, appear in great profu- 
sion. 


Although considered a tropical 


plant the bird of paradise will 
tolerate temperatures as low as 
24 degrees. The 'flowers appear 
mainly in winter and spring, re- 
maining on the plants for a long 
time. Established specimens fre- 
quently'produce flowers intermit- 
tently throughout the year. As 
cut flowers, the blooms are pos- 
sessed of long life.

Dahlias for All Gardens 


Bodger Photo 


More varieties of dahlias 
are grown in Long Beach 
area than in native hab- 
itat south of the border. 


By John Ronson 


TfeAHLIAS, natives of Mexico 


and G u a t e m a l a , thrive 


throughout the Southland. There 
is, as a matter of fact., a greater 
variety of dahlias in Southern 
California than in this plant's 
native habitat. 


There are just about 10 dif- 


ferent types of wild dahlia. Yet 
bulb c a t a l o g s frequently list 
hundreds of separate varieties. 
There are close to 2000 named 
varieties, with new ones being 
introduced each year. 
Some of 


the old-time favorites, however, 
still rank among the best. 


Raising dahlias should do a 


lot for your gardening ego. There 
are just a few rules to follow 
and prize-winning specimens will 
make you very happy. 
Recom- 


mended is a well drained loamy 
soil. Heavy ground having high 
w a t e r-retentive qualities may 
prove difficult. The tubers may 
rot even before growth gets un- 
der way. 


DAHLIAS CANNOT tolerate 


frosts or excessively cold weath- 
er; so delay planting until the 
weather and soil warm up thor- 
oughly. During the growing sea- 
son, especially during the sum- 
mer, dahlias want liberal quanti- 
ties of moisture. When the buds 
appear, additional applicat i o n s 
should be made. 


The average well-balanced food 


should suffice for dahlias but be 
careful about excessive nitrogen 
content. 
Dahlias do not react 


favorably to foods with a great 
deal of nitrogen, which may lead 
to an excess of leaf and stem 
growth, sacrificing flower pro- 
duction. 


Dahlias should be p l a n t e d 


about six inches below the sur- 
face. the tuber in a horizontal 
position and the eye pointing to- 
ward the surfaco. 
Set up six- 


foot stakes at the time of plani-

ing. 
The eye of the tuber should 


be close to the stake but not 
quite touching it. Gradually fill 
in the planting hole as the shoot 
develops. 


THE MAIN DAHLIA classes 


are: Single dahlias with one row 
of petals, usually from eight to 
10 in number; cactus dahlias with 
slender, gracefully arched petals; 
s h o w dahlias, compactly built, 
double and globe-shaped. 


The decorative dahlia is mid- 


way between the cactus and show 
types, having broad, flat petals; 
the peony dahlia has an open 
center with not more than three 
rows of ray florets. 
Pompons 


are small, usually less than two 
inches across; the collarette is 
single except for^ a collar of 
small petals around the center.

be increased by removing the 
original bloom and slipping the 
second bud into place. The first 
flower can be broken off quite 
easily when it starts tc fade. A 
second bloom will be found en- 
cased in the sheath just below 
the original floret. 
By gently 


opening the casing the second 
flower can be maneuvered into 
place. In this way a single spike 
will last twice as long as might 
be expected. 


EXPERTS DIFFER as to the 


best location for the bird of par- 
adise. Some claim full sun is es- 
sential while others recommend 
partial shade. The best compro- 
mise, of course, is to plant in full 
sun along the coastal regions and 
in partial shade inland. In the 
hot, interior regions, the "birds" 
should be protected from exces- 
sive heat by planting in filtered 
sunlight. 


Inadequate drainage or lack of 


moisture may cause the plants to 
die. 
A rich soil plus fairly lib- 


eral quantities of moisture are 
essential. During the winter sea- 
son you should gradually reduce 
the amount of water; this is 
especially true for plants grown 
in tubs.

His Job's in the Air 


By Dick Friend 


'T'HOMAS NIELSEN probably 


" has been blamed for "mak- 


ing it rain" more than any other 
man in Long Beach. 


Nielsen, 57, is a window wash- 


er. 


"Every place I go, peering into 


some llth story window, or bal- 
ancing on a ledge 50 feet above 
the ground, someone tells me 
that it's bound to rain because I 
just washed the window panes," 
Nielsen lamented. 


A window washer for 37 years, 


Nielsen said he would just as 
soon climb out on a window ledge 
200 feet above the floor as walk 
across Pine Ave. 


"IT'S A LOT SAFER up there 


all by yourself," he claims. 


But Nielsen a d m i t s that he 


wasn't a tall-building man from 
the beginning. 
He started on 


the second floor of a downtown 
building in 1925, and 
worked 


himself to the top, floor by floor. 


"Now," he says, "I'd tackle a 


New Y o r k skyscraper without 
even counting the floors." 


Biggest hazard to the window 


w a s h e r is loose hooks, special 
metal catches installed outside • 
of most tall b u i l d i n g s . The 
washers slip their safety belts 
into one end of the hooks, swing 
out on the window ledge and 
fasten the other end of their 
belt. 


A MYSTERY unfolded at one 


Long Beach b u i l d i n g several 
years ago when two w a s h e r s 
were injured in falls. The build- 
ing hooks just snapped out after 
the washers were s e c u r e l y in 
place. 


"We found that each man who 


worked on the building unlatched 
his belt at one side and turned 
the opposite hook over for freer 
movement when stepping from 
one window to the next," Nielsen 
said. "The hooks were screwed

Thomas Nielsen' started as 
a second-floor man, grad- 
ually worked his way up. 


into the building and, after years 
of being unscrewed a half turn at 
a time, they had just plain come 
loose! 


"Now, all of these hooks are 


riveted into place," he said. 


One d o w n t o w n department 


store presents a special prob- 
lem, he said. The windows are 
too large for a single belt and 
windows are separated by large 
pillars. The washer must teeter 
on a ledge, throw one end of his 
belt to a partner at another win- 
dow and swing around the ce- 
ment pillar to the window. 


".MY WIFE used to object to 


my job," Neilsen said. "But that 
was when we were first married. 
Now, she just considers it a job 
— as I do." 


Neilsen, who works for the Pa- 


cific Window Cleaning Co.. said 
the Wilton Sky Room is the 
highest spot in town where he 
renders his services. It is about 
15 stories high on the ocean side. 


The room equipped with per- 


manently closed windows offers 
a few added thrills, Neilsen said. 
It's a two-man job. 


"YOUR PARTNER goes on top 


of the building and fastens a 
long rope in a nook on the roof. 
Then with one end tied around 
your m i d d l e like a mountain 
climber, you swing from window 
to window, just barely touching 
your toes on the led:*e as you 
go." 


The partner then lowers the 


window washer's equipment — a 
bucket of water, two squeegees, 
a sponge, a chamois and a brush. 


"People always ask me how I 


can stand working up in the air 
like that," Neilsen said. "It's 
just like anything else.

used to it."

A surrey 
with the fringe on top, maybe. 


I guess where my interpreta- 


tion differs from the diction- 
ary's is in the social equality 
business, i agree with Abra- 
ham Lincoln.that every human" 
being is equal before the law 
but surely social equality has 
got to be based on ability and 
mutual interests. • 
' We speak of social graces 
and we mean pleasant man- 
ners, courtesy, thoughtfulness 
of others; in a word a civilized 
mode of life but social equal- 
ity as now practiced has very 
little to do with making life 
agreeable. 


Excepting the 
affectionate 


telephone operators who call 
you Honey without seeing you 
and the salesladies who call 
you Dear, the whole idea today 
is to be rude as quickly as pos- 
sible so that those we meet 
will understand that we are 
just as good if not better than 
they. Let's get familiar right 
off 
the bat, kids, otherwise 


people might consider us a 
step below them on the- social 
scale. Yet simply calling peo- 
ple by their first names or sol- 
diering on the job to show you 
are above the work you are 
engaged to perform—usually 


at 
astronomical 
wages — is 


scarcely equality. On the con-, 
trary it would seem to indicate 
clearly that one will never be 
equal to anything better if one 
is not equal to the job at hand. 


And as for that first name 


mania! I am told it indicates 
a friendly 
democratic spirit 


but I can feel just as friendly 
toward Miss Smith or Mr. Car- 
michael the first time I meet 
them as'I can toward Gin'or 
Butch.' Indeed if I know they 
are Virginia Smith and Robert 
(Butch) C a r m i c h a o l the 
chances are I will feel more 
friendly since they are more 
likely to seem real people 
whose names and interests ,1 
can 
remember 
rather 
than 


rootless figments d r i f t i n g 
through the cocktails. 


Why the use of surnames 


should make people feel infe- 
rior or stiff I don't know. 
Like a good many 
million 


Americans I too frequently re- 
fer to the President as "Ike" 
but if I ever met him you can 
bet your boots I'd call him Mr. 
President and I trust the mil- 
lions would too. 
When I am 


with distinguished or elderly 
people, unless 1 have known 
them a very long time, I call 
them Mr, or Mrs. So and So 
and it does not humiliate me 
in the least. 


And speaking of forms of 


address—if I may touch on an 
archaic and in general purely 
academic subject I should like 
to mention domestic heip. 


In England cooks are usual- 


ly called Mrs. by their employ- 


ers: Mrs. Jones,, Mrs. Beecham 
and in turn they-call their em- 
ployers Sir and Madam and 


. everyone, including themselves, 
knows quite well they are one 
of the most independent and 
respected, groups or classes 
anywhere. 


As far as American employ- 


ers are . concerned I 
don't 


doubt that those who need or 
can afford domestic help would 
happily address a cook as Your 
Grace if it would raise the 
souffle or weld her to the 
kitchen stove. Alas the oppor- 
tunity rarely presents itself. 


'Probably the silver lining is 


that 
although 
the 
manners 


may not be meticulous occa- 
sionally the spirit is jovial. 
Like the time when in paying 
a woman who had come in to 
clean and cook dinner I said. 
"Here you are, Mrs. Holmes.

WASHINGTON, D.C. 


When the first cheering reports came from 
(he doctors lhat President Eisenhower was 
on the mend after his' heart attack, his staff 
— and most Americans — had to ponder a 
painful question: Could Ike carry the-poten- 
tially killing burden of the Presidency for the 
rest of his term? 


To date he's proved he can, but, obeying 


orders to avoid fatigue, Ike has made a 
lot of changes in White House routine. Some 
are so sensible they'll probably become stand- 
ard procedure for future Presidents. 


Biggest change was the streamlining of his 


deskwork. Recently, for instance, he ap- 
pointed 476 postmasters with one scratch of 
the pen; before he would have had to sign 
his name 476 times on 476 different sheets. 
Now he signs just one list of appointments, 
then sends it to the Senate Clerk, who.makes 
out the individual papers required for Senate 
approval. Such obvious short cuts — Ike's 
staff now wonders why they weren't taken 
long ago — have cut the tedious job of sign- 
ing official papers by 60 per cent.

mum. No longer does Mr. Eisenhower trot

He never did care for the ordeal of 
shaking each year the hands of half the Gov- 
ernment officials, diplomats and correspond- 
ents in-Washington. 
/Unchanged, though, are his four big meet- 
ings each week. On Tuesday he sees GOP 
Congressional leaders; on Wednesday .he 
holds his press conference; on Thursday 
there's the National Security Council and on 
Friday the Cabinet. Scattered through the 
week are copferences with top officials, such 
as Secretary of State John Foster Dulles or 
Defense Secretary Charles Wilson. 
. With the drudgery of paper work cut down, 
Ike now gets to spend more time with his 
staff, a necessity if he's to catch up on work 
that went undone while he was in the hospital. 
Most important, though, he's got much more 
time to lie around "the house," as he calls 
his upstairs living quarters in the White 
House.. 


A President* t Day 


Ike rises at 7 a.m., is at work by 8:15. He 


spends the morning seeing people, knocks off 
at noon for lunch. Befgre, he nearly always 
had luncheon guests; but now he eats alone, 
takes a short rest either before or after lunch. 
He's back at his desk at 2, quits between 5:30 
and 6:30. 
. 


Before dinner he usually takes a plunge in 


the heated White House pool. He and Mamie 
mostly eat alone, spend the evening watching 
movies in the special White House screening 
room (he prefers Westerns and musicals) or 
TV (Mamie's favorite). Sometimes they nave 
a few friends in; occasionally they play the 
President's favorite card game, bridge. 


By 10, though, Ike's in bed with a book 


(usually a Western), where he reads himself 
to sleep. He averages eight hours' steep a 


night, a departure from his lifelong habit of 
getting by with only six. 


The daily swim has taken the place of golf - 


as exercise for the President. After his heart 
attack.some of his.doctors wanted him to put 
away his clubs forever, but his personal phy- 
sician, Maj. Gen. Howard Snyder, pointed 
out that golf relaxed the President and Dr. 
Paul Dudley White, the Boston heart special- 
ist, agreed. As a result, Ike gets to whack an 
occasional chip shot, will resume his games 
at the Burning Tree Country Club this spring. 


Till then he's been told to do more walk- 


ing for exercise. He strolls a great deal 
around the White House and on the la*"., 
outside, but. his pace is deliberately slower 
than before the attack. For relaxation he 
spends more time at an old hobby: painting. 
Wednesday 
afternoons, formerly reserved 


for a round at.Burning Tree, now are spent 
in front of his easel. 
. The President eats pretty much as he al- 
ways did, (hough he's strictly limited to.1,800 
calories .a day. Customary breakfast: fruit- 
juice, a single boiled egg, bacon, toast, black 
coffee. The doctors want him to stay at 172 
pounds — his weight as a West Pointer, but 
4 pourkls lighter than at the time of his attack 
last September. 


Ike doesn't smoke, having given it'up five 


years ago, but the doctors still allow him an 
occasional Scotch and water. 


Is he a good patient? He couldn't be better, 


say the doctors. While he was relaxing at Key 
West earlier this year, he' voluntarily re- 
frained from fishing. Explained a Presidential 
aide to PARADE: 


"Ike was afraid he might hook a big one. 


He's such a great sportsman that he knew 
he wouldn't be able to resist yanking it rnto 
the boat by himself. And that, he realized, 
would cause more strain than the doctors 
would like. So he just turned down the temp- 
tation and didn't go fishing."

Adds another assistant: "Ike has been

MORE THAN a year, the U.S. has been rocked by 


confusion over whether or not its children can read. 
The fuss started in the wake of a book, Why Johnny 


Can't Read, by Rudolf Flesch, which cited the evidence: 
colleges said their students "couldn't read and couldn't 
learn"; younger children confused simple words like short 
and small; when they met unfamiliar words at any age, many 
youngsters simply guessed. The reason, Flesch said, was that 
schools had junked the old way of teaching reading as a 
series of sounds (phonics) and substituted a'method of 
memorizing whole words (word recognition). 


Educators began to take sides. Worried parents pounced 


on school boards and demanded a return to the "old ways." 
A whole chain of battles broke out; Flesch was denounced, 
praised, argued over. Above all, parents demanded: Could 
their children read? If not, why not? Who was to blame? 
What could be done about it? .What were the facts about 


-"reading? 


The facts, as gleaned by PARADE, are reassuring: 
• The overwhelming majority of our 31 million school 


children can read, within their capacity tip learn. 


• Just as you may have trouble with certain words, so 


will some of them — but this doesn't make them problems. 
The objective of learning to read still is to understand the 
printed word, and the bulk of children can do this whether 
or not they stumble over occasional words. 


• About 10 per cent of bur children, according to the 


most recent studies, are "problem readers" — which means 
they are significantly below their potential. But these chil- 
dren, with rare exceptions, are not retarded, stupid or slow. 
Their reading difficulty stems from causes other than intelli- 
gence. Thus, with special, painstaking instruction geared to 
their particular needs, most problem readers can be taught 
to read up to their capacity. 


And the whole dispute about teaching methods is gener- 


ally out of date. Possibly you've forgotten how you learned 
to read, but in most schools/25 years or more ago, the 
.process went like.this: You memorized the sound of each 
letter. Then you slid the sounds together to form words. 
When you met a new word, you "sounded it out," letter by 
letter, until you had it. That is the phonic method. 


But maybe you remember how puzzling it was to learn 


that c sometimes sounded like k and sometimes like s. Maybe 


. . you know that English refuses to conform to the rotes of 


phonics; in the classic example, 'fish can be spelled gholi 
(gh as in laugh, o as in women, ti as in action). 


Educators, aware of this confusion, set out as early as 


the 1880s to find a better system of teaching. By the mid- 
1930s, the word-recognition method had been installed in 
many'schools. This taugh't the child to memorize short 
words, so that he could "read" simple stories almost im- 
mediately. He was encouraged to learn more difficult words 
by a system of clues: looking for small words within big 
ones (dog and mat wilhin dogmatic, for instance); guessing 
words from how they were used; learning-Ky syllables; 
studying the outline of a word's shape. 


But this system, too, proved less than perfect. Thus in the 


last 10 years many schools have tried a third tack: com- 
bining the best of word recognition and phonics. Today most 
children begin reading by memorizing about 200 basic 
words, which they, meet again and again ("Run, run, run," 
sauf Dick) until they are firmly in mind. Then they back- 
track, breaking the words down into letters and learning 
the sounds. The newer system of clues and the old system 
of phonics are used, as it were, in tandem. 


Why has the phonic system made a comeback? Largely 


because of new, fresh insight into the hows and whys of 


reading. Probably the most thorough study of why children 
can't read has just been completed at the University of 
Michigan by a ieam headed by Dr. Ralph D. Rabinovitch, 
director of the children's service of the University's Neuro- 
psychiatric Institute. 


In this six-year pioneering investigation, financed by,the 


Field Foundation, much new information was charted. For 
one thing, problem readers were broken down into three 


v major groups: primary (children who appearto have poor 
functioning in certain brain areas); secondary (children 
who have the capacity but haven't learned because of out- 
side factors) and children with a "developmental lag," which 
means they are slow starters but should catch up. 


In addition, the study teamed a good deal about how 


children do learn to read, and this may be of wide help to

teachers and worried parents. These findings have been im- 
plemented in the affiliated reading clinic, directed by Lucilte 
Mozzi, and some new leaching systems devised. 


•Basically, Dr. Rabinovitch says, a child teams to read 


through his eyes and ears — but this means more than 20/20 
vision and acute hearing. Involved are what he calls visual 
discrimination and memory and auditory disc ri mi nation 
and memory. Visual discrimination allows a child to look at 
a b and at a d and tell why they're different. Auditory dis- 
crimination enables him to hear a "bun" sound and dis- 
.tinguish it from "duh" or "tub." And the memories enable 
him to hold onto those distinctions. 


Dr. Rabinovitch explains the functions this way: "When 


I say to you, 'Spell memorandum,' what happens? Does the 
word seem to flash before you? That is your visual memory 
dominating your auditory. Or do you' seem to repeat the 
word to yourself? That is your auditory memory." 


Thus one person may think of a word as a series of sounds,

another as a chain of letters.'If you are a perfect reader 
(assuming one exists), you use them in balance. But if you 
are average, you probably rely more on one, just as you use 
one hand more than the other. 


And this difference in persons has an emphatic bearing j 


on the word-vs.-phonics controversy. One child may learn 
more easily by distinguishing between sounds. Another may 
learn by distinguishing letters. The skillful reading teacher 
must sharpen both abilities and impress both memories. 


But the whole child is involved in reading — his person- 


ality, his family background, his experiences. "A child who 
never has seen snow will have trouble with the word snow" 
Miss Mozzi explains in a simple example. 
- . 


And, just as one child may talk glibly at 2 and another not 


until 5, so some children are slow to start reading. These are 
the "developmental lag11 group. For reasons science has not 
been able to pinpoint, most of them are boys. In one group 
of 40 helped by the reading clinic, only five were girls. Many 
boys can't cope with printed symbols until they are 8 of 9, 
although girls may catch on readily at 6'/i. The o;ily reason 
known is that boys are, in some ways, slower to mature than, 
girls at this age. 


The Child with Larger Problems 


But like the child who doesn't talk until 3!/2 but is a 


chatterbox at 6, they may make up rapidly for lost time. 
Sometimes a late starter overtakes his classmates in three 
years. One boy, with Miss Mozzi's help, made up four years 
in 13 weeks. With others, the process is more painful. Ex- 
posed to reading before they could grasp it, they have been 
repeatedly frustrated; reading may hold'dark terrors and 
awful embarrassments. Or they may suddenly be ready for 
reading in third grade — but the first two years are a blank, 
and they're in over their heads. 


Late starters touched with frustration border on another 


group, called secondary non-readers because reading is only 
part of their problem..(Recently, a New York juvenile court 
reported that 76 per cent of its children, not including 
truants, had'reading problems; most of these disturbed chil-. 
dren would -be classified as secondaries.) The secondary 
group includes children who "just don't have the urge to 
read"; children with emotional problems; children with too 
much home interference — and Victims of poor (caching.

A reason for part 


of the reading 


problem:.a shortage 


of trained teachers 


Often their troubles are rooted in the 


family. Some have never had a story read 
to them; their parents never read more 
thari necessary, and the children have the 
idea reading is of little importance. Some 
arrive in first grade unable to tell'the front 
of the book from the back. They fall be-, 
hind because the school must struggle 
against home indifference. 


Just the opposite are children with too 


much interference at home. Some become 
panicky because their parents demand too 
much. " 'Why don't they leave me atone?" 
is a sentence the remedial reading teacher 
hears again and again," Miss Mozzi says. 


Or the trouble may stem simply from 


lack of companionship, One child tutored 
by Miss Mozzi had been yanked from 
place to place by nomadic parents; he had 
few friends, seldom talked and hence 
couldn't read. 


When schools are as jammed as they are 


today, Miss Mozzi adds, it would be odd if ,| 
some children didn't suffer from poor 
teaching. Because of this, some wind up 
frustrated and anxious. 


And then there's, another category. 
Not long ago, a college freshman came 


to Dr. Rabinovitch for help. Although of 
high IQ, he was failing. After a short coo-

vcrsation, the psychiatrist said, "Spell 
caldxiropltf." 


"C-A-T-E-S —" the boy began. Dr. 


Rabinovitch interrupted and repeated the 
word. The boy began. again, "C-A-T- 
U-S —" 


This boy could not gel a clear picture 


of a whole word. (With part words and 
skillful faking, he had managed to reach 
college.) Dr. Rabinovitch easily classified 
him as a primary non-reader, a group that 
includes the majority of the severe read- 
ing problems. 


Words That Give Trouble 


Like this boy, primaries arc distin- 


guished by poor visual and auditory mem- 
ory. The most extreme may work for 
month's before learning that words arc 
spelled from left to right. Many can cling 
to simple, specific words like cat und r»». 
but fail to grasp words that cannot be illus- 
trated, likt where, while, how. They may 
recite the alphabet flawlessly, yet not know 
offhand which letter follows q. 


Traditionally, Dr. 
Rabinovitch says, 


these children were considered below par 
mentally. Yet they may not be retarded at 
all. in one group of 20 tested at Michigan, 
six showed superior intelligence when 


given IQ tests that involved performance 
and not use of words. 


The nearest science can come to an ex- 


planation for the primary non-reader is 
that his higher brain centers do not func- 
tion normally. (Persons with brain injuries 
bear this out; sometimes they "forget" how 
to read, although they can see, hear, talk 
and distinguish shapes of letters.) Various 
theories, including improper diet, birth 
injury and heredity, have been offered in 
explanation. But- no one cause has ever 
been pinned down. 


Can such a child learn to read? Only 


within limits, Dr. Rabinovitch says. Many 
will never progress beyond the third-grade 
level. Even leading them thai far may re- 
quire considerable work, for they must 
cover the same ground again and again 
and slill retain interest. The reading clinic 
gave one 12-year-old two and a half years 
of intensive instruction; at the end of that 
lime, he read only at fourth-grade _level. 


For the secondary non-reader, the out- 


look is brighter. Counseling with parents 
'may clear up home problems and remedial 
reading instruction, if available, can bring 
him up to his class level. Sometimes he 
needs only a display of someone's interest. 
With more severe cases, some kind of psy- 


chiatric treatment may be necessary. In 
any case, when the basic problem van- 
ishes, often the reading difficulty goes too. 


if your child lags behind in reading, is 


there anything you can do? Dr. Rabino- 
vitch and Miss Mozzi say yes — and no. 
Since parents often arc emotionally tied 
up with the problem, your attempts at 
corrective teaching may only reflect your 
impatience. But if you feel temperament- 
ally equipped to help your child, consult 
his teachers and ask'them to outline a pro- 
gram of home help. And you can .band 
together with other parents to sec that 
your schools have an adequate remedial 
reading program. 


Best Bet: Start Early 


Where parents can be of most help, 


Miss Mozzi says, is in creating a redding 
atmosphere. Parents should read to their 
children frequently, tell them stories, talk 
to them in language that is not baby-talk 
but will help them to understand words. 


When the child shows an interest in a 


subject, he should he encouraged and 
helped to learn more about it from books. 
The result of such a home and school pro- 
gram should be better readers with a love 
for books that will last all their lives.

GREASCLESS!

CLEVELAND, OHIO. 


Answer this question within 15 seconds: Which 
two players won the Most Valuable Player 
Awards for the 1955 season? Their names were 
announced just a few months ago, but I'm sure 
many baseball fans would have to think long and 
hard to recall them. If you doubt that, ask even 
a rabid fan to name the MVP winners in 1954. 
Chances are you'll stump him. 


That same fan, though, could rattle off- the 


names of the top players in World Series of long 
ago, the heroes of early All-Star games, many 
of the immortals in baseball's Hall of Fame. 


What-I'm getting at is this: To most fans — 


and players top — the MVP Awards have no 
more importance or lasting interest than an old 
rain check. 


FORD FRICK, Commissioner of Baseball, com- 
ments on this article: "I am sure that men like 
Bobby Feller and Robin Roberts hare not won 
the MVP Award in certain years because they 
were pitchers. Now, with a separate Cy Youny 
Award for hurlers, we'll give great pitchers the 
honor that is due them." 


I know some people will say that's "sour - 


grapes" on my part, since old bobby has never 
won an MVP Award. But I don't mind any more 
(though it once used to rile me) because I've 
been looking around and thinking I'm in pretty 
good company. Take a look at the players who 
have not been picked by the baseball writers 
since they started voting for the MVP Awards 
in 1931: 


Babe Ruth, Mel Ott, Joe Cronin, Al Simmons, 


Schoolboy Rowe, Paul Waner, Bill Terry, Ralph 
Kiner, Pepper Martin, Paul Dean, Johnny Mizc, 
Allie Reynolds, Bobby Doerr, Bill Dickey, Bob 
Lemon, Robin Roberts . . . Quite a list! 


Any award that skips players such as those 


— some of them even are in the Hall of Fame 
— obviously has something wrong with it. As 
1 and a, lot of other ball players sec it, the fault 
rests with the way the MVP's are picked. Let 
me cite an instance in which 1 was personally 
involved. 


In 1940 I won 27 games while losing 11. I 


struck out 261 to lead both leagues and had a 
2.62 earned-run average, the lowest in the 
majors. We were in the thick of the pennant 
fight all the way but lost out in the last few days 
to Detroit. The Tigers' Hank Grccnbcrg, who 
hit a walloping .340, won the MVP Award. 


Today Hank's general manager of the Indians 


and my boss, but I'd say this to him even if he 
weren't:.You're welcome to the Award, Hank, 
for it would have been sheer robbery if they'd 
given if to me instead. Nevertheless, I might 
have won if we had taken the pennant. That 
doesn't make any sense — the Award should 
go to the most valuable player and not to the 
one who happens to be on the best team —but 
that's the way the writers have usually voted.

Let me tell you... 


RAPID ROBERT FELLER fires his.famed fast ball. During 
his 20 years with the Cleveland Indians h«'s hurled three 
no-hitters (a record), struck out 18 in a game (American 
League mark), 348 in a season (major-league record). 


There are other things wrong with the voting, 


too, as that 1940 season-showed. For what the 
writers were doing was comparing me, a 
pitcher, with 'Greenberg, a hitter, to determine 
which of us was more valuable to his team. Since 
hitting and pitching talents are so vastly differ- 
ent, it was like comparing apples to oranges. 


Just last month — as you may or may not 


have heard — the major-leagues finally set up 
the Denton T. (Cy) Young Award for pitchers. 
If this had been done earlier, Greenberg would 
have won the Most Valuable Player Award in 
1940 without any enibarrassing debate, white 
one of- us much-neglected hurlers (we've won 
only 10 MVP's of the 50 awarded since 1931) 
would have received a Most Valuable Pitcher 
Award. 


Now there'll be two separate Awards but — 


to give the MVP prize some lasting meaning — 
I'd like to see just one pitcher and one player 
named for both leagues (at present there's an 
MVP for each league). Sure, a pitcher and a 
player from the same league might monopolize 
the Awards in some years but let's face it: our 
league is sometimes better than the National 
and sometimes they're better than we are. The 
MVP vote would be a way to compare them. 


The voting, in my opinion, should also be 


changed to make it more democratic. It now is 
limited to 48 sportswriters who cover the 16 
major-league teams. Like anybody else, re- 


• porters have their favorites; the guys who travel 


with the Indians die when we lose. As a result, 
reporters are not always so objective when it 
comes to voting. By letting some other groups 
vote, I think you'd .erase a lot of home-town 
favoritism. Here's"the committee I'd suggest: 


• A fan for each big-league team. 
• A player from each team. 
• The manager of each club. 
• A reporter to,represent each team. 
• Eight umpires from each league, since no- 


body knows ball players better than the un- 
biased men who watch us closely every day.

Snider vs. CompanaHo 


Too "many cooks might spoil the broth? I 


doubt it; the system would be more foolproof, 
in fact, than the present one (which picked Yogi 
Berra and Roy Campanella in '55, Willie Mays 
and Berra in.'54). Each writer names 10 players 
with 14 points going for his first choice, nine for 
second, eight for third and so on. Well, in 1955 " 
one writer accidentally named Campanella twice 
— for first and sixth place — but left out Duke 
Snider, whom everybody elset mentioned. 


Not wanting to be accused of tampering, th« 


committee didn't check back with the writer, 
gave Campy 14 points for the first-place vote, 
nothing to Snider. Campy beat Duke by five 
points — five that Snider probably would have 
gotten if the writer hadn't erred. 


If that's the way the Awards are going to be 


determined, I'm almost glad I never won..

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>ire income-tax 'experts' 


Most are honest, but more and more want to 
turn you into a crook. Here's how to spot them

Now that income-tax season is in full cry, tax "experts" 
have been setting up service in such unlikely places as 
barber shops, novelty stores, pool halls, real-estate offices. 
Their signs promise: "Deductions you never knew you 
had! Refunds guaranteed or no charge!"- 


These self-styled experts prey on citizens who want to 


try the dangerous game of finding tax short cuts. While 
most tax consultants know .their business, more and more 
have no training whatever. Their only service is to sug- 


gest ways the taxpayers might cheat on their returns. 
. Barring.a moral or mental miracle, the Internal Rev- 
enue Service will find errors in one-fourlh of the 60 mil- 
lion income-tax returns due midnight April 15. Most of 
these will be. unintentional. But many will be the work 
of the tax shysters who encourage petty .fraud for a fee. 


To help prevent this and show how clumsily the tax 


crooks operate, PARADE recently prepared a fictitious W-2 
Withholding Statement and sent a correspondent out with 
it to seek "expert" help. This was done with the approval 


of Internal Revenue, which checked the amounts on Ihc 
sliucmcnl: $5,029 in salary from a local utility company 
and withholding deductions of $790.40 for a single man 
without dependents. A legitimate return would show the 
taxpayer still owed (He Government $33.34. 
. PARAIJI-'S reporter picked an "expert" who advertised: 
"Tax troubles? Bring your form and your records to me. 
I'll save you money. Refund guaranteed." That last usual- 
ly is a tip-off, the tax-enforcement men said. No tax 
adviser can t>ii<\ru»tvi; a refund and stay within Ihc law.

Treasury Department itself. Inside, a pleasant, soft- 
spoken young man promised he could save his new client 
money "no matter what." 


"What did you contribute to charity last year, Mac?" 


he inquired. The reporter said not enough to keep ac- 
count; but the "expert" wrote down "Contributions, $100" 


to among others, the Salvation Army, the Red Cross 


and the Daughters of the American Revolution. 


"Since you aren't married, maybe you have a mother 


you help to support?" he suggested. The reporter replied 
that his mother was self-supporting but that he paid 
$384.17 f°r hoard and room at home. The adviser 
promptly wrote down: "$384.17 mortgage payment on 
mother's house," and added: "$277.80, real estate tax 
on mother's home." 


There were more questions. Did the client have any- 


thing stolen during the year? No, said the reporter. Where 
did he go for vacation? Florida. Down went another lie: 
"$50, suitcase stolen while on Florida vacation." 


Total deductions when the "expert" finished were 


jg|] 97 — enough to substitute a fraudulent refund of 
$21.57 for the honest $33.34 tax debt. Fee: $5. 


At Internal Revenue, the fraud-packed form drew a . 


loud whistle. A routine audit, the agents explained, would 
land the taxpayer in serious trouble. Without receipts 
for the fictitious mortgage and real-estate payments, a 
50 per cent fraud penally could be imposed. If the fraud 
was deliberate, criminal prosecution might follow. 


Here We Go Again 


A second iax counselor, this one a'fat, heavily rouged, 


white-haired woman, proved as shady as the first; She 
operated from a cluttered living room near the U.S. 
Capilol. For PARADE'S reporter, she quickly pyramided 
charity deductions to $500. She suggested a $250 claim 
for thcfl of luggage and real-estate laxes on his mother's 
house, but missed on mythical mortgage payments. At 
the end, the Government "owed" the reporter $78, and 
the phony tax specialist charged $ 10 for ! 2 minutes work. 
"Honey, I've been doing this for 25 years," she bragged. 
"I'm careful. None of my returns ever run foul." 


At Internal Revenue, enforcement officials disputed 


this boast. So many of the woman's clients submit bad 
returns that her name on a form means an automatic 
audit. Last year they thought there was enough evidence 
against her to prosecute but, it developed, the prosecu- 
tion witnesses already had disqualified themselves by 
signing fraudulent returns. 


"If you decide to consult a private iax practitioner, be 


sure he is well qualified," begs the Internal Revenue 
Service in a special statement to PARADE. "You can get 
the names of such experls from any business association, 
your bank or bankers association; your lawyer or bar 
association; from local associations of certified or public 
accountants; or from Belter Business Bureaus and Cham- 
bers of Commerce." 


The taxpayer who ignores this warning, not the lax 


quack, gets it in the neck if Internal Revenue cracks down. 
The "expert" can claim his clienl furnished the fraudu- • 
lent figures, since there's no witness to swear otherwise. 
And ihe taxpayer, not his adviser, must swear to (he 
return. If it proves a fraud, he pays or goes to jail. 


In reality. Internal .Revenue insists, the average lax- 


payer seldom needs n private consultant. The advite he 
needs isn't too complicated. And Internal Revenue agents 
stand ready to help. They are there not to boost the tax 
take but to give honest advice. Again and again, they 
surprise citizens .by suggesting overlooked deductions. 


"Many taxpayers pay out money for jusl being lazy,' 


an enforcement official told PARADE. "They go to some 
shady character, and he gives them a stiff bill. If they 
came down here, we'd help them for nothing."

knows pictures will tell you, the director 
usually'(some people say always) is the 
key to a film's artistic success. And Raoul 
Walsh tins directed more major motion 
pictures than any man alive. Last month, 
when he finished The Kevoll of Mrtmiu 
Stover, starring Jane Russell, his total hit 
an even 100. 


Since 1912, when-he first went to work 


for the great D. W. Griffith. Walsh has 
been a vital and romantic part of virtually 
every Hollywood milestone. He accom- 
panied Pancho Villa through Mexico as 
part-time cameraman and part-time gen- 
eral. He played John Wilkes Booth in the 
Griffith classic, The Rirth of H Nation. He 
worked in front of the camera with Gloria 
Swanson, who was so charmed by him that 
she insisted he play her leading man in 
Sadie Thompson. 


In the past 40 years he has directed at 


one time or another almost every big name 
in Hollywood history: Douglas Fairbanks, 


• Theda Bara, Bing Crosby, Marion Davies, 


Gregory Peck, Gary Cooper, Janet Gay- 
nor, Humphrey Bogart and dozens more. 


His director credits, starting with Re- 


generation in 1915, reflect every stage of 
motion-picture growth from silent two- 
reelers to stereophonic, wide-screen epics. 
Such hits as Carmen, Evangelinc, The 
Thief of Bagdad, What Price Glory?, In 
Old Arizona, High Sierra, The Horn 
Blows at Mid night. Cheyenne, White Heal, 
Captain Hornhlower, Distant Drains, Rat- 
tle Cry, The Tall Mcn — M bear the 
Walsh stamp. The combined box-office 
gross of his films totals approximately 
$150,000,000 and reflects his conviction 


. that movies should be long on sex, pace 


and adventure, short on intclleclualism, 
symbolism and subtlety. 


"I.make pictures," Walsh explains, "to 


entertain people, not to educate them. In 
my scheme of things the relationship be- 
tween man and woman is the most im- 
portant factor in life. Love is what makes 
the world go round, and that's what I try 
. to show on film. 


"Some people think I'm too raw. But 


. that reputation is just an outgrowth of the^ 


trouble we had on What Price Glory?" 


Glory.was produced in 1925-26, and in 


those days of silent film-making it was 


sporty to see how much a man could get 
away with on the screen. Walsh particu- 
larly derived great pleasure in seeing to it 
thai an act6r's screen moulhings never 
matched the suhtitlcs. 


A vigorous, uninhibited war picture, 


What Price Glory? featured a peck of four- 
letter words spoken by Victor McLaglen 
and Edmund Lowe. The printed titles, ot 
course, did not synchronize with or reflect 
the lip movements. The picture was seen 
by 50 million people, including, according 
to Walsh, "practically every deaf-mute in 
the world." Hundreds of letters flocked 
into the studio, condemning the language 
of the actors. Meanwhile the film itself 


was becoming the biggest grosser of the 
decade.

"Villa asked me what I wanted," he 


narrates, "and I told him that I wanted to 
do a story on the injustices to the Mexican 
peon that he had set out to correct. 'One 
day, General Villa,' I told him, 'you'll be

"Wonderful?" echoed Walsh furiously.

How to lose on Eye 


Presently Walsh was hired by William 


Fox as a director at $400 a week. He 
stayed ~with Fox 10 years, working with 
top stars. In 1928 he was chosen to direct 
the first outdoor talking film ever made: 
In Old Arizona, based on O. Henry's Cisco 
Kid stories. 


Walsh started the picture playing the 


lead himself. Between takes he got restless 
and decided to race his car across the 
desert hunting jackrabbits. In one such 
race a jackrabbit leaped high into the air 
and crashed through Walsh's windshield, 
A glass splinter lodged in his right eye, 
whereupon Walsh gave up the acting stint. 


For 
a replacement he chose Warner 


Baxter, whom he directed into an Acad- 
emy Award-winning performance. 


The picture finished, Walsh decided to 


go East to have his injured eye treated. 
He checked into a New York hospital at 
4 one afternoon, was given a local anes- 
thetic, had the eye removed. At 6, word 
having gotten around that he was in town, 
Walsh was visited by Mayor 
Jimmy 


Walker with a thermos jug of cocktails. 
Walker was scheduled to be toastmasfer 
at a dinner on the Aslor Roof that night 
and urged Walsh to go with him. After 
sampling the jug at length, Walsh got out 
of bed, dressed, placed a bottle cork in 
his eye socket, covered it with tape and 
headed for the party. Next morning he 
caught a train to California and collapsed 
in his compartment, the cork popping out. 


Said the- doctor who was called in to 


treat him, "Anyone who can drink the way 
you can has nothing to worry about. Put 
the cork back in and keep going." 


Today "he wears an eye-patch — black 


by day, white by night. 


Watching Walsh at workkis a fascinating 


sight. He dresses in high-heeled boots and 
Marine Corps fatigues, never sits down, 
punctuates his directions with humorous 
unprintable cracks. From a sack of Bui! 
Durham he constantly rolls cigarettes, frer 
quently giving the impression that he's a 
naive Western cowhand. 


Married in 1947 to-Mary Simpson, a 


nonprofessional, he raises Kerry Blue Ter- 
riers out in the San Fernando Valley when, 
he isn't working. Such periods are rare. 
In the words of his wife, "Inactivity .turns 
Raoul into a nervous wreck. If he's not 
) 


directing a picture he's got to be preparing 
one, or he becomes absolutely miserable." 


What of Tomorrow? - 


After four decades in the motion-picture 


industry, Walsh has some definite ideas' 
about its future. 


"Nowadays," he maintains, "you've got 


to make hig pictures. Once in a while a 
sleeper like Marty conies along, but that's 
the exception. Movies must have scope, 
and breadth, and you can't make 'em on 
the back lot any longer. If a story is laid 
in Honolulu 'like Mamie Stover, you've 
got to shoot it in Honolulu, give the public 
authentic backgrounds for their money. 
And color, too.

"The public is becoming more enter- 


tainment-wise day by day. They're even 
getting wise to the same old extras we use. • 
That's why for Mamie I hired a bunch of . 
kids from UCLA for soldiers. 


"The most important ingredient in most 


pictures," director Walsh sums up, "is 
still going to be sex.

Valarian Johannes Ticcy.ynslcl,

well, had been everywhere, done 
everything — and practically ev- 
ery place he had been, lie l e f t 
enemies. 


He had faced danger and death 


in the wastes of Sib'oria, in In- 
dian jungles, on Arabian deserts 
and at sea.

The talc of Tremendous Teddy 


and how he became a Southland 
celebrity- began more than 20 
years ago. In 1934 the Los An- 
geles County Museum decided to 
f e a t u r e , as major attractions, 
spectacular dioramic d i s p l a y s 
showing mounted animals, birds 
and reptiles in n a t u r a l poses 
amid authentic, realistic settings 
of their particular habitats. Re- 
searchers, scenic artists, lighting 
experts, skilled taxidermists and 
zoologists worked to make the 
displays as spectacular as any 
to be seen anywhere. 


Senior curator Mel Lincoln of County Museum simu- 
lates welcome to giant bear that gave Lincoln and 
bis companions a bad {right on Kodiak expedition. 


"WE HAD MANY fine animal 


specimens when the work start- 
ed," curator Lincoln recalls, "and 
as time went on we obtained 
more." But in planning the Alas- 
kan habitat group we found our- 
s e l v e s Jiterally 'stumped by a 
bear.' " 


The museum acquired three 


fine mounted Alaskan Kodiaks — 
a female specimen and two cubs 
— but no giant male, which is 
the spectacular member c-f the 
Kodiak s p e c i e s . The "family 
group" remained incomplete. 


"There are only about 5,000 


giant Kodiaks left alive in the 
world," Lincoln explains, "and 
very few m o u n t e d specimens 
available anywhere. We wanted 
a big fellow at least eight feet 
toll so we decided to wait until 
we could secure a specimen that 
would be a real attention getter." 


Years passed and the museum's 


animal displays became world 
renowned for their lifelike beau- 
ty and authenticity of setting. 
Lincoln, however, was not satis- 
fied. He still wanted a king size 
"papa" Kodiak for his husband- 
loss mama hear and her two fa- 
therless cubs. 


Then, early in 1952, curator 


Lincoln arranged with the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Swvicc to lead 
a hunting expedition into one of 
Uie 'Alaskan-brown bear's'last 


surviving strongholds, Kodiak Is- 
land, in the hinterlands of the 
north. 


THIS FORMIDABLE, bleak is- 


land is a 100-mile-long by 30 to 
60-mile-wide F e d e r a l Wildlife 
Refuge where giant Kodiaks arc 
protected by government 
war- 


dens. 
Some of these enormous 


animals — the Kodiak is the 
l a r g e s t carnivorous .beast on 
earth — reach a height of near- 
ly 10 feet when standing erect, 
and the weight of one of these 
bruins sometimes exceeds 2,000 
pounds, according to unofficial 
estimates. 


The Los Angeles County Mu- 


seum expedition, headed by cura- 
tor Lincoln, inclulel Herman T. 
Beck, the institution's taxider- 
mist; J. R o b e r t Sewell, back- 
ground artist, who took color 
photos and made sketches of the 
bear's habitat, and Roy R. Lins- 
ley, U. S. Fish and Wildlife bi- 
ologist, of Juneau, Alaska. 


Setting up a camp on Kodiak 


Island in early Way 1952, the 
group spent several days explor- ' 
ing the area, making photos and 
sketches and olsorving Alaskan 
wildlife in its natural state. They 
also kept a sharp eye out for 
Kodiak bears, too, partly because 
they hoped to spot a likely spcci-

Onlsido, Yeixa is still digging founda- 
tions and erecting walls for more rooms, even he doesn't know how 
many rooms Ihe house will have. At 75 his ambition is boundless, 
and his determination equals'his physical prowess, which is amazing.

pygmies and, such a situation be- 
ing outside the scope of his ex- 
perience, Mr. Kodiak prudently 
retreated to ponder the prob- 
lem. 
Anyway, lie t u r n e d and 


ambled off." 


The next day, the entire par- 


ty, including I.insloy, set out 
with high-powered rifles to try 
and locate the animal which had 
tested the tree-climbing prow- 
ess of the museum men. 
Lin- 


coln was convinced that this par- 
ticular boar fitted his specifica- 
tions, as the long-wanted "atten- 
tion-getter" he needed to com- 
plete his Kodiak bear display. 


In a few hours they spotted 


the giant about three-quarters 
of a mile a w a y. Approaching 
with extreme caution, Linsley 
drew a bead on the monster and 
dropped him with the first shot. 


Then came the big jdb of get- 


ting the massive skull, bones and 
hide back to .civilization.,,. The 
bear was skiifiieS and sleuH; dis- 
sected and scriiped out. The 
thick hide was so heavy that it 
had to be dragged — skin side 
out, 
to protect the fur. 


TKKMENnOUS TKOUY 
was 


lean, just out of liberation, and 
his weight of 1,190 pounds falls 
far short of the present record 
of around 1,800 pounds for.giant 
Kodiaks. His skull, though, does 
constitute a record for size, be- 
ing 17 15/16 inches by 12 13/16 
Inches — the largest bear skull 
of which there is record. Teddy 
stands 8 feet, 8 inches tall on his 
hind legs and his reach is around 
12 feet from ground to foreclaw 
tip when outstretched in vertical 
position. 


The work of "reconstructing" 


Teddy in the museum taxidermy 
shop was a long, arduous and ex- 
pensive task. It required more 
than a year to dry and tan the 
hide, prepare and dry the bones 
and skull. 
Another year was 


consumed in the work of build- 
ing the armature, or simulated 
skeleton containing some of thc 
animal's original bones, and in 
making the clay model and the 
fiberboard mannikin, upon which 
the bearskin is attached. 


The cost of such a taxidermy 


project, for a p r i v a t e citizen, 
would be from 5800 to §1,000, mu- 
seum authorities estimate.

A Switch to Stereo 


By the Shutferbug 


F A C T O R Y T O Y O U ! 


C A M E R A s have 


brought a specialized field to 


photography, but the n o r m a l 
camera fan can easily adjust to 
stereo shooliiif; by observing a 
few simple rules. 


Look for foreground interest 


w h i c h will tie into the back- 
ground. Instead of s h o o t i n g 
broadside at your subjects, aim 
for a t h r e e - q u a r t e r angle so 
that there's something of inter- 
est extending from some point 
in front (o the back. 


However, beware of extremes. 


You can't shoot something two, 
three or four feel from the earn- 
ers and let the scene stretch out 
to infinity. 


WHEN TUTC closest object is, 


say, six feet away and the farth- 
est object is, say, 25 feet away, 
the camera is generally focused 
at a point "about one-third from 
the foreground, or in this ox- 
ample, at 12 feet. With the lens 
closed down a hit for more nor- 
mal shooling, it w o u l d bring 
both foreground and background 
in focus.

films for stereo.

Kcmcinbcr tlie standard exposure 
for a svmny day is 1/50 second 
at f6.3 with dayliglit type Koda- 
chromc (ASA 10). With the new 
faster color films (ASA 32), the 
standard is 1/50 at fll. 


WHEN YOU SHOOT flash in- 


doors, the stereo camera must 
foe set at a speed of l/25th of a 
second. 


For good indoor color rendi- 


tion, use Kodachrome Type F 
film with No. 5 or No. 25 clear 
flashbulbs. 
T h i s combination 


needs no color correction filter 
and has a guide number of. 95. 
That means that with a little 
simple arithmetic, you can figure 
out Ihn correct lens opening for 
whatever distance you are shoot- 
ing. Divide the distance into the 
guide n u m b e r , 95, and that's 
what the lens is set at. For in- 
stance, if your subject is six feet 
away, divide 95 by 6 and the cor- 
rect lens opening is flG.

Brilliant Birds for Your Garden 


Colorful blooms of the Bird of Paradise plant offer 
lasting brilliance in the garden and as cut flowers.

ffcNE OF THE PLANT king- 
^ 
(loin's most exotic flowers is 


the bird of paradise. Known bo- 
tanically as Slrolilxia reninae, 
this exciting ornamental is per- 


haps as odd ns it is exotic. Cali- 
fornia is one oC Hie few stales 
where amateurs can grow the 
bird ot paradise outdoors with 
ease nntl success. 
Elsewhere it 


is still very largely a rare plant. 


The flowers 
look 
like big- 


beaked birds and this, of course, 
accounts for the name. The beak 
is blue, the accompanying floral 
sections yellow with a touch of 


red. 
On close examination these 


colors seem to blend into tones 
ot orange, green and violet. The 
flowering buds, during the bloom- 
ing season, appear in great profu- 
sion. 


Although considered a tropical 


plant the bird of paradise will 
tolerate temperatures us low as 
24 degrees. The flowers appear 
mainly in winter and spring, re- 
maining on the plants for a long 
time. Established specimens fre- 
quently produce flowers intermit- 
tently throughout the year. As 
cut flowers, the blooms are pos- 
sessed of long life. 


SlIll'I'lNG CUT flowers from 


this area h a s become a little

fornia is the country's most im-

native habitat. 


There are. just about 10 dif- 


ferent types of wild dahlia. Yet 
bulb c a t a l o g s frequently list 
hundreds of separate varieties. 
There are close to 2000 named 
varieties, w i t h new ones being 
introduced each year. 
Some of 


the old-lime favorites, however, 
still rank among the best. 


Raising dahlias should do a 


lot for your gardening ego. There 
are just a few rules to follow 
and prize-winning specimens will 
make you very happy. 
Recom- 


mended is a well drained loamy 
soil. 
Heavy ground having high 


water-retentive qualities may 
prove difficult. 
The tubers may 


rot even before growth gets un- 
der way. 


DAHLIAS CANNOT tolerate 


frosts or excessively cold weath- 
er; so delay planting until the 
weather and soil warm up thor- 
oughly. During the growing sea- 
son, 
especially during the sum- 


mer, dahlias want liberal quanti- 
ties of moisture. When the buds 
appear, additional applicat i o n s 
should be made. 


The average well-balanced food 


should suffice for dahlias but be 
careful about excessive nitrogen 
content. 
Dahlias do not react 


favorably to foods with a great 
deal of nitrogen, which may lead 
to an excess of leaf and stem 
giowtli, sacrificing flower pro- 
duction. 


Dahlias should be p l a n t e d 


about six inches below the sur- 
face, the tuber in a horizontal 
position and the eye pointing to- 
ward the surface. 
Set up six- 


foot stakes at the time of plant-

So use a spray (hat covers as 
many needs as ix>ssible and use 
it thoroughly, covering Ihe entire 
plant and even the surrounding 
soil area.

Inadequate drainage or lack of

His Job's in the Air

T 


HOMAS NIKI.SEN probahly 
lias been blamed tor "mak- 


ing it vain" more llian any oilier 
man in Long Beach. 


Nielsen, 57, is a window wash- 


er. 


"Every place I go, peering into 


some lllli story window, or bal- 
ancing on a ledge 50 feel above 
the ground, someone tells mo 
thai it's bound to rain because I 
just washed the window panes," 
Nielsen lamented. 


A window washer Tor 37 years, 


Nielsen said he would just as 
soon climb out on a window ledge 
2CO feel above the floor as walk 
across Pine Ave. 


"IT'S A LOT SAFKK up there 


all by yourself," he claims. 


But Nielsen a d m i t s that he 


wasn't a tall-building man from 
the beginning. 
He started on 


the second floor of a downtown 
building iii 1925, and worked 
himself to the lop, floor by floor. 


"Now," be says, "I'd tackle a 


New Y o r k skyscraper without 
even counting the floors." 


Biggest hazard to the window 


w a s h e r is loose hooks, special 
metal catches installed outside 
of most tall b u i l d i n g s . The 
washers slip Iheir safety belts 
into one end of the hooks, swing 
out on the window ledge and 
faslen the other end of their 
belt. 


A SIYSTEUY unfolded at one 


Long Beach b u i l d i n g several 
years ago when two w a s h e r s 
were injured in falls. The build- 
ing books just snapped out after 
the washers were s e c u r e l y in 
place. 


"We found that each man who 


worked on the building unlatched 
his belt at one side and turned 
the opposite hook over for freer 
movement when stepping from 
one window to the next," Nielsen 
said. "The hooks were screwed

Thomas Nielsen started as 
a second-floor man, grad- 
ually worked his way up. 


into the building and, after years 
of being unscrewed a halt turn at 
a time, they had just plain come 
loose! 


"Now, all of these hooks arc 


riveted into place," he said.

store presents a special prob- 
lem, he said. The windows uro 
too large for a single belt and 
windows are separated by large 
pillars. The washer must lector 
on a ledge, throw one end of his 
belt to a partner a I another win- 
dow and swing around the ce- 
ment pillar to the window. 


"MY WITK used to object to 


my job," Neilsen said. "But that 
was when we were first married. 
Now, she just considers it a job 
— as I do." 


Neilsen, who works for I he Pa- 


cific Window Cleaning Co., suid 
the Wilton Sky Room is the 
highest spot in town where he 
renders his services. It is about 
15 stories high on the ocean side. 


The room equipped with per- 


manently closed windows offers 
a few added thrills, Neilsen said. 
It's a two-man job. 


"YOUll PAKTNBi: goes on top 


o£ the building and fastens a 
long rope in a hook on Ihc roof. 
Then wilh one end tied around 
your m i d d l e like a mountain 
climber, you swing from window 
to window, just barely touching 
your toes on the ledge as you 
go." 


The partner then lowers the 


window washer's equipment — a 
bucket of wafer, two squeegee's, 
a sponge, a chamois and a brush. 


"People always usk me how I 


can stand working up in the air 
like that," Neilsen said. 
"It's 


just like anything else. 
I got 


used to it." 


"AXI) IT'S nice work," Neil- 


sen said. "You meet nil kinds of 
people while cleaning their win- 
dows. 
A pilot at the Wilton 


even invited me to take an air- 
plane ride with him, but I turned 
him down. 


"I don't think I'd like it 'way 


up in the air like thai," Neil.scn 
commented. 


"I'll j u s t stay h e r e on the 


ground."
